Traffic Conducted By 
Nazis In Syria 


LONDON, July 10 (Reuter) — 
The Prime Minister, Mr. Winston 
Churchill, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, dealt with the 
smuggling of cocaine and hashish 
into Egypt and Palestine for the 
purpose of undermining the 
health and moral of the local tn- 
habitants. 

Tt 1s. well-known in informed 
quarters here that this traffic, 
which provides Germany with pre- 
clous forelgn exchange, is conduct- 
ed by the German Armistice dele- 
gation in Syria. 

The traffic is operatea by 
gangs; in fishing _motorboats 
plying between Haifa, Sidon 
and Gaza. These gangs bring 
in as much as one kilo of co- 
caine and one kilo of cocaine 
is worth many hundreds of 
Pounds Sterling. 

Cocaine, which 1s very largely 
produced in Peru, is carrled to 
Europe by the Latin-Itallan air ser- 
vice operating between Brazil and 
Rome and ts then dispersed all 
over the Continent, 

This German trick may suffer 
an abrupt cessation if the Syrian 
armistice discussions reach g fa- 
vourable conclusion.

During the night he was sud- 


‘ denly awakened by noises on deck. 
‘He went up and saw that ten, 


men had boarded the boat, two 


‘ or three of whom were armed with 


short firearms. 
BLINDFOLDED 


Chan and his crew were herded 
into the hold and the robbers 
sailed the Junk away. About mid- 
night Chan and his 1otis were 
blindfolded and put ashore at a 
place close to the entrance of the 
harbour. They eventually succeed- 
ed in untyiIng themselves and were 
brought back to Hongkong by a 


' passing craft.
